There is little doubt but the dow of both the first and second 
floors of the mechanical departments.

FIRE WELL HANDLED. 

It took an hour's strenuous work 
to get the fire under control. There 
were twelve firemen at work. Chief 
Davidson handied the conflagration 
well in confining it to the Bulletin 
office, The solid brick walls of the 
ok. ansisted very materially in 
this. Nothing could have stayed a 
a much greater disaster had the fire 
got into the adjoining buildings, 
which are of frame construction—the 
government telegraph office and A.

‘Late in the fall of 1902, Messrs. 
Rufus H. Pope and George W. Fow 
ler commenced negotiations with the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Compat,;’, 
for the purchase of a large tract of 
railway subsidy lands, on behalf cfa 
syndicate including Mesere. W. Hi. 
Hennett and A. A. Lefurgey. The re- 
sult of these negotiations was a verb- 
al arrangement by which they became 
entitled, upon making a certain de- 
posit, tc have an option to select at 

.60 per acre, 200,000 acres, out of 
a larger area which was then sup- 
posed to be approximately 225,000 
acres, 

“The purchase money, $700,000, 
was tc be paid as follows : a deposit 
of, $20,000 in cash, a further sum of 
$40,000 by May 151 1903, and, by 
June 1, 19038, a further sum of $56,- 
666,66, being the balance of the first 
instalment ; tha remaining instal- 
ments being distributed cqually over 
five further years, with interest. The 
terms of payment were the ordinary 
terms upon which the railway com- 
pany was then disposing of its land. 

“A map, showing the area out of 
which the selection might be made, 
was segt on February 4, 1903, by 
the la commissioner of the com- 
pany at Winnipeg to Messrs. Pope 
and Fowler. There seems, however, 
to have been some migunderstanding 
with regard to the cash deposit, and 
upon time being asked for its pay- 
ment the land commissioner declinad 
to give such time and notified Messrs 
Pope and Fowler that the matter 
was off, and that he intended to pro- 
ceed to deal with the land without 
reference to what had taken place 
between them. 

“On April 6, 1903, negotiations 
were resumed, and it was arranged 
that, upon the required cash deposit 
of $20,000-being immediately made, 
the arrangement should again be set 
on foot, giving Messrs. Pope and 
Fowler till May 15 to examine and 
make the second payment of $40,- 
000, and till June 1 to complete the 
first payment. Accordingly, on Ap- 
ril 24 the cash payment was made, 
and for the first time the option was 
put in writing. It scheduled about 
217,000 acres, and the right to select 
200,000 acres from this larger area 
wag what the option covered. 

“That the land sefected should be 
average lands only was secured by 
the Railway Company iteelf reserv- 
ing about 25 per cent. of the total 
area in lands cf average value, and 
omitting this reservation from the 
lands scheduled; and by a stipula- 
tion that if any lands whatever were 
selected in any particular township 
in the schedule, all lands scheduled 
in that township must be taken. 
This agreement is Exhibit 668, and 
is dated April 24, 1903. 

“On the following day the Land 
Commissioner offered Messrs. Pope 
and Fowler the whole of the excess 
over 200,000 acres of the land from 
which under the option they were en- 
titled to select, at the same price, 
$3.50 per acre, and this offer was 
accepted by letter of April 30, 1903. 

‘In their efforts to finance the 
undertaking, Messrs. Pope and Fow- 
ler were brought into communication 
with some cf the persons interedtes 
in an Ontario corporation known as 
the New Ontario Farm and Town 
Site Syndicate, whose incorporaticn 
had taken place on March 25, 1903.

floor—six typesetting machines, «a 
folding machine, a ruling machine, 
two stitchers, a card-board cutter, 
as well as hundreds of pounds of 
type and metal. But the floor stood 
the strain, and none of these ma- 
chines broke through. 
ICE FROM HEAD TO FOOT. 


Tt was cold work for the firemen 
who were outside. The water spray- 
ing from the hose froze to their 
suits, and when the fire was out 
they were covered froin head to foot 
with ice. 

Another dangerous feature arose 
from the melting of the type in the 
cases on the second floor. Streama 
of molten metal trickled down 
through the ceiling, falling in a 
shower around the firemen working 
on the inside. 

HIGH WATER PRESSURE 

The water pressure remained at 
between 80 and 90 pounds through- 
out the entire hour and a half dur- 
ing which five streams were working 
continuously. 

Chief Davidson said to The Bulle- 
tin this morning that the fire was 
one of the most difficult which he 
has had to handle. 

“It had got such a grip on the in- 
terior of the building that I was for 
a moment undecided as to the best 
method of fighting it... It was for- 
tunate that we were able to confine 
it to the rear part of the building. 
If it had got into the line of 
buildings it would probably have 
been more disastrous.

THE MACHINERY LOSS AGGRE 
GATES $40,000.00. 

The loss on machinery will be $40,- 
000. The Bulletin was outfitted 
with the most up-to<date machinery 
for producing job work and for pub- 
lishing a newspaper. An inventory 
of the machinery on the first floor 
includes the following : 

A Pearl press, a Gordon, a Colt’s 
Armory, a Pony Optimus press, a 
Big Optimus, a Cox Duplex, a Wel 
Perfecting press, a Carver & Swift 
Embossing” press, a 38-inch power 
paper cutter, a Leonard high speed 
25-horse power engine, type, impcs- 
ing stones and cabinets to the valu: 
of $5,000, 

SECOND FLOOR. 

On the second floor was situated 
the bindery and newspaper depart- 
ment. The machinery included : 
Three new Linotypes, three Typo- 
graphs, a Smythe sewing machine— 
the only one west of Winnipeg—a 
Lathain wire stitcher, a Fuller book 
folder, a paper cutter, board shears, 
ruling machine, backer, perfcrator, 
three outfits of book binding tools, 
hand wire stitcher, standing press, 
type stones ‘ami cabinets for the 
newspaper. 

All the machinery is twisted and 
warped beyond recognition or repait 
and will be available cnly as scrap 
iron. 

Most of the machinery was prac 
tically new and had been purchased 
within the Jast fifteen months. 

THE LOSS ON THE STOCK TOT. 
ALS $4,000. 

The damage to stock will amount 
to $4,000. The stock was mostly 
stored in the basement of the front 
half of the buikding, and = although 
the fire did not reach the stock roon 
the vast quantity of water poure 
into the burning building ran for 
ward and down into the basement 
filling it to a depth of six feet, sub 
merging whole reams of bound ani 
book paper and thousands of envel 
opes, The stock was also drenched 
from the water that seaped through 
the first floor im the main office of 
The Bulletin. 

The city salvage corps worked 
throughout the afternoon yesterday 
under the direction of Percy McCal- 
lum. The corps did very efficient 
work, 

THE EVOLUTION OF THE BULLE 

/ TIN BUILDING. 

/'Vhe Bulletin office, since it was 
established, has always occupied the 
same site. In 1881 the Hon. Frank 
Oliver, the founder of The Bulletin 
which, by the way, was the first 
newspaper published west of Winni- 
peg, built a log cabin, and until 
1892, thie served. 

In 1892, the brick block, which is 
the front part of the present build- 
ing, was constructed. The lower 
floor of the rear portion of the pre- 
sent structure, which was used as a 
press room and job-printing depart- 
ment, was erected in August, 1005. 
In September of 1906, the second 
storey was added, and machinery of 
the most mecdern type installed. 
The building is of solid brick through- 
out, and has a frontage of 40 feet on 
Jasper Avenue, and a depth of 80 
feet. 

Before the building can agaia be 
occupied it will require the complete 
refitting of the interior, The busi- 
ness office is damaged only by water 
and smoke, and the editorial rooms 
escaped almost! scathless. In the 
mechanicat departments, the floors 
and the ceilings and walls must be 
renewed, ‘it is estimated that it will 
cost at least $2,000 to do this work

The wire was 
gent at ten in the forenoon, and by 
8 p. m. a return message was — re- 
ceived that the order was being filled 
immediately, and that a man was on 
the way to supply the company with 
a new stock of paper supplies. 

As fast as the cases can be packed, 
and as fast as the trains can pull 
them from Winnipeg, the Bul!+iin 
will have a stock of all the necessary 
newspaper supplies. 

Fortunately for the company a new 
Canadian linotype was at the C.1.R 
station. Although the bill of 'uding 
had not arrived yet, by giving a suf- 
ficient bond to the C.P.R. the ma 
chine was allowed to be taken out 
yesterday, and was erevied and sei 
ting type by 12 o'clock last night. 

A willing gang of the Bulletin’s 
employes turned in and worked like 
trojans throughout the afternoon and 
night. By their enthusiastic aid the 
Bulletin is able to greet its patrons 
today as if nothing had happened. 

Tee electric wiring was completely 
destroyed as well as the electric mo- 
tors. A new” three-horse power 
motcr was installed last night to 
operate the linotype, as was = also 
the wiring and the ffcandescents. 

Resides advising the company us to 
type awd paper supplies, the — Bulic- 
tin’s agents in Winnipeg wired — yes- 
terday afternoon that they would be 
able to have all the new presses atl 
machinery, except the big newspaper 
press, installed and in operation in 
three weeks.

The first press 
was ‘‘trekked’’ by Mr. Oliver across 
the prairie from Winnipeg twenty- 
seven years ago. It was a Gordon. 
Its whereabouts is not known to- 
day, and it is a pity there was =n 
historical society in those days to 
preserve such an object of historic 
interest. 

The next press was a Washington, 
a press that resembled the old press 
used by Tyndale in printing the first 
English Bible. This also was 
brought from Winnipeg overland by 

Red River Cart. 

As the Bulletin became more pre- 
tentious a Payne Wharfdale was in- 
stalled, which did service until the 
duplex was installed about a year 
ago. ie
